“It is a desert land bounded by India 
on the east, by Persia on the west, by 
the little known country of Afghan- 
istan on the north, and the Arabian sea 
on the south. It is a country that can 
be classified only with the innermost 
part of the Sahara desert and the un- 
explored Roba-el-Khali or great empti- 
ness of southern Arabia. Although it 
has belonged at various times to the 
old Babylonian empire of Nebuchadnez- 
gar, to the Persian empire of Darius, 
and to the rulers of Afghanistan, to- 
day, like so much of the rest of this 
planet, it is under the control of the 
British. 
Over Desolate Country. 
“ Baluchistan is certainly the land 
that God forgot. For hours and hours 
on end we flew without seeing a human 
being, or a tree, or even a bit of cactus. 
Sometimes we passed over jagged, 
sawtooth mountains 5,000 feet high. 
Or we would look down on a desolate 
region made up of great gashes in 
the crust of the earth. 
“As we flew over this part of our 
route we felt as though we were cir- 
cumnavigating some other planet; some 
lost world where human beings no 
longer live, a planet as withered and 
full of cracks and craters as the moon.

Secret reports from beyond the 
Rhine indicate Foreign Minister 
Stresseman will support such a move- 
ment, which it is believed here would 
also have much popular stipport.

Dr. Charles B. Reed has written a 
book. which he calls “Four Way 
Lodge” and which is illustrated with 
etchings by his brother, Earl Reed. 
and which has been published in a lim- 
ited edition on special paper by Pas- 
cal Covici. Such are the statistics 
about the book. The special quality 
of it is not 80 easily disposed of. It 
is a volume of reminiscences of one 
who loves the woods, who ‘ goes a-fish- 
ing” but brings home in his creel 
the sunshine and the mystery of the 
forest and the stream, a good sports- 
man who catches what he needs for 
food and no more, and who finds in a 
newly found lake, an uncharted creek 
and the grandeur of mountains rising 
above a blue pool, great spiritual fish 
whose flesh nourish and sustain. 

Dr. Reed honestly loves the woods 
and wilds which he writes about, and 
he feels, with the Indians who belong 
there, much of the mysterious power 
of them. The book which he has writ- 
ten is interspersed with Indian folk lore, 
with tales of the power of the Mani- 
tou, with strange unexplained happen- 
ings, and side by side with those tales 
are records of the Companion who 
groused and refused to do anything 
that any one else wanted to do (not

Since Dec. 31, when. the amintens | 
Library association opened its annual | 
meeting, there has been an exhibit of 
German books on the third floor of the 
Burnham building. That exhibit con-| 
sists of about 12,000 volumes and rep- | 
resents the most important books dcne 
by all German publishers since” 1914. 
There is no type of book which is not 
represented, from the most highly 
specialized of the sciences to fiction, 
from medicine to records, illustrated 
lavishly in colored plates, of scientific 
eCzpeditions into strange civilizations.

in the professions is printed in five 
different languages, and there are siz 
or seven volumes, each one devoted | 
to its own subject. Even to the aed

I have been asked why the “ Ger- 
man book exhibit’ in Chicago was un- 
dertaken. The answer can be found 
in the attendance at the exhibit. Dur 
ing the last ten days more than 1,000 
visitors have seen it. In September, 
1924, I was in Chicago for the first 
time. I was in no way connected at 
that time with anything pertaining to 
books, but since I am by chance also 
a member of the board of trustees of 
the German Publishers’ association, I 
was asked by American friends about 
the German book. People talked about 
its fabulous prices. During the ttme 
of the depreciation of the German 
mark they had become accustomed to 
buying complete scientific collections | 
for a song. In December, 1923, the| 
mark was standardized and prices: 
came back to normal, with the result | 
that they seemed exorbitant to many | 
Americans. 

It is easier to get used to pleasant | 
than to unpleasant things. A certain | 
scientific society in the 


east even, 
spread the rumor that Germans de- | 
manded such high prices in order to| 
prevent other people from getting their | 
books and to exclude Americans. from ' 
German inventions. 

I looked around in the different book | 


stores in American cities. 


sometimes high, sometimes low. Each | 
dealer seemed to have a different sys- | 
term of fixing prices. And some Ameri. | 
can librarians who did not find time} 
to take part in this gentle play had 
officially decided not to buy any more 
German books. To make matters 
worse many people thougkt that with 
the downfall of the empire, German 
science had also faWen.

All of these notions were erroneous, 
however. I was able % tell my Ameri- 
can friends that German professors in 
the winter time when we all had to 
live, excluded from the world, on car- 
rots, were still pursuing their investi- 
gations. The only thing left for me 
to do then was to inform the American 
purchaser of German books and the 
American retailer of what had been 
done in the years 1914-24 in the Ger- 
man publishing line. | 

A single bookseller would not be 
able to do this and even the most able 
Americar librarian could not possibly 
find out what had been done even if 
he stayed six months in Germany. 
Hundreds of publishers in hundreds of 
cities made it possible to find those 
books published in the last years in 
which Americans might be interested. 

In the beginning of October I went 
to Leipsic to discuss the preliminaries

‘Chats on Science’ 


Will Interest and 
Give Information 


Many a person who believed that 
chemistry was something to study in 
school and forget in life was jolted 
upon reading Dr. Edwin Emery Slos- 
son’s. “ Creative Chemistry,” 'a most 
readable book and an informative one. 
The same Dr. Slosson has written 
“Chats on Science,” which is more 
like a scrapbook of short articles on 
all kinds of scientific facts than like 
anything else. In one article he con- 
siders the future of fuel for power in 
the United States—since the gasoline 


supply threatens to fail to meet the 
demands of our generation of insect- 
like speeding humans. Wiggling over 
the face of the earth as fast and as 
bootlessly as human mind can imagine. 
That, by the way, was one of the 
things that amazed the audience of 
men and women like gods who listened 
to the hero’s story in Wells’ new book, 


“The Dream.” The useless helter- 
skeltering of man over the face of the 
earth in contraptions that left noxious 
gases in their-wake seemed to them 
the utmost of futility. 

To make that going nowhere a cer- 
tainty in the future, Mr. Slosson says 
that we shall probably come to alcohol 
for fuel, as it is the most easily made 
of all fuel. He talks about everything 
—he even explains in simple language 
the Einstein theory, but I confess that 


it isn’t simple enough for me. There 
ig no way to give a reader a flavor of 
“Chats on Science” since it is, a 
scrapbook, and you can’t sample ae 
scrapbook without having your sam-

The genesis of this biographical 
study is interesting. Sir Sidney Lee 
wrote the article on King Edward in 
the “Dictionary of National Bidge- 
raphy” and was severely trounced by 
the sycophants because he had writ- 
ten a well balanced critical appreci- 
ation, recognizing limitations as well 
as great qualities, instead of thé -ex- 
pected sloppy adulation. King George, 
however, recognized the justice of Sir 
Sidney's judgments and his appreci- 


‘ation of his father’s real character, . 


and it is with the king's hearty con- 
sent, and, indeed, with his codperation, 
that the more extended biography is 
being written. 

Miss Theodora Vosanquet, the au- 
thor of *' Henry James at Work,” was 
the novelist’'s secretary and her. book 
adds a good deal to the knowledge of 
her elusive employer. When Henry 
James had conceived a subject for a 
novel, he would spend day after day 
talking to himself about it, while his 
secretary took exhaustive notes, and 
he went on talking until he had come 
‘Oo a complete understanding of the 
characters and the situations. One 
result of this seems to have been that 
the novelist had so clear an idea him: 
self that he never bothered to make 
things elear for his reader, and the 
ecnsequence yas the obscurity that in 
his later works becomes absolutely 
maddening.

Co-operation Saves 
Money in Welfare 
Work for Chicago 


This ia the second of a series of brief 
articles showing what Chicago re- 
ceived for $50,000,000 expended last 
year for welfare work, and what will 
be accomplished in 1925. 


Two hundred and thirty-two organ- 
izations hold membership in the Chi- 
cago Council of Social Agencies, whose 
mission is the economical and efficient 
performance of joint. services. 

During the Christmas seasons of 1923 
and 1924 duplication of Christmas giv- 
ing was discovered in 7,746 cases by 
the council, through its social service 
exchange, used by 100 agencies as a 
clearing house for family welfare work. 
Computing the cases at $5 a family, 
$38,730 was saved for future work. 

This year the council hopes to adopt 
a plan for the most efficient and eco- 
nomical method of raising funds for 
welfare work, based on the recently 
completed two year survey of the finan- 
cing of social agencies. The object is 
the saving of time, money, and temper 
of the contributors, and better opportu- 
nities for planning. The community 
chest method, the financial federation 
and the joint committee plans are un- 
der consideration. 

The problem of removing handi- 

ped from the streets will 
be solved in 1925 by the opening of a 
joint workshop for these people at an 
expenditure of $20,000. They will be 
taught to manufacture articles whose 
sale will assist in their care. 

“Chicago has an enviable reputa- 
tion in the social welfare field,” said 
Wilfred D. Reynolds, director of od 
council, yesterday. “I am told the 
spirit of codperation which accom- 
plishes so much here, is missing in 
many large cities.”
